GI Battle Deaths Rise

SAIGON, Jan. 16 -U.S. battle deaths last week rose 
50 per cent above the previous week’s as military action 
picked up generally throughout South Vietnam, the U.S. 
Command reported today. 

Despite the increase to 151 deaths, the level of fight- 
ing was far below that of January last year. 

Of the 1398 Americans wounded last week, 548 were 
hospitalized. 

American casualties in the war now total 30,792 killed 
and 194,324 wounded (with 100,528 hospitalized). Also 
1251 are listed as missing, captured or interned since 1961. 

About 75,000 South Vietnamese soldiers have been 
killed since Jan. 1, 1961. 

Total Vietcong and North Vietnamese dead now stand 
at 434,048, the U.S. Command said.
